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The attached act of the Vermont legislature entitled 
1 Act for the purpose of raising three hundred able bodied 

effective men for the ensuing campaign" was adopted by the Ver- 
mont legislature on February 28, 1782. The Journal of that 
session (unprirted) now in the office of the Secretary of State 
ac Montpelier, has the following entry: 

"February 28, 1782, An Act Entitled 'An Act for the 
purpose of raising; three hundred able bodied effective men 
for the ensvirs campaign! was read and passed the house. 

"Rescived that the Zoard of War be and they are 
hereby empowered and directed te proportion the men to the 
several towns that are ordered to be raised for the ensuing 


campaign".
